1. Attach Sides (A,B) to Long Bars (C) Align the pre-drilled holes in the Left, Right Sides (A,B) with pre- 
threaded holes in the Long Bars (C). Secure the Long Bars (C) on the bottom with Short Allen Bolts (G), Lock 
Washers (H) and Flat Washers (I) and the Long Bars (C) on the top with Medium Allen Bolts (F), Lock 
Washers (H) and Flat Washers (I) by using Allen Head Wrench (J). Cover all the holes with Metal Caps (K) on 
the top and Wood Plugs (L) on the bottom. See Illustration 

2. Attach Sides (A,B) to Short Bar (D) Align the pre-drilled holes in the Left, Right Sides (A,B) with pre- 
threaded holes in the Short Bar (D). Secure with Long Allen Bolts (E), Lock Washers (H) and Flat Washers (I) 
by using Allen Head Wrench (J). Cover the holes with Metal Caps (K). See Illustration
